fame policy and the frequency of feijtures 
which are Hill made of American vrfTcU, 
place me in a iituation of peculiar rrfponfi' 
bility. 
My government will expert of me 
correfl information on this point, in all its 
views, and 1 iio véry defirous of comp»lying 
with its )u(\ expedation. 
I mud, therefore» 
again requeft that your lordihip will be fo 
good astoenable me to make fucha reprefents- 
tion to my government, of that meafure, as

examine

in 
reference 
to 
the law of nations, it appears to me to be 
repugnant to every principle of that Itw 
if by the underftanding, or as it may be 
more properly called, the agreement of our 
gorernments, refpe^lipg the Commence in 
queftion, I conCder it equally repugnant to 
the principles of that agreement. 
In both 
thefe views your lordihip will permit me to 
make fome additional remarks on thefubjeft. 


By the law of nations, ss fettled by the 
moft approved wriurs, no other reftraint ii 
acknowledged 
on 
tbe trade 
of 
neutral 
nations, with thofe at war, than that it ber 
impartial between the latter ; that it (hall 
not extend to articlrs .which are deemed con- 
traband of war ; nor to the tranfportation of 
perfons in military fervtce 
; nor to places 
a¿lually blockaded or befieged. Every other 
commerce of a neutral with a belligerent 
is confídered a lawful commerce : and every 
other redraint on it to either of 
the belli, 
gerents by the other, tn unlawful reflraint. 


The lili of contraband is well defined, as 
arc alfo the circumftances which conílituie 
a blockade. 
Tbe beil authorities have unit- 
ed in confining the firA to fuch articles as 
are ufed in war, and are applicable to militsry 
purpofes i and rf<juiring, to conftitute the 
latter, the difpofition of iucli a force, con- 
fifting of itaiionary íhips, fo near the porr, hy 
the power which attack« it, is to make i: 
dangerous for the velTel of a neutral power 
to enter it. 
T h t late treaty between Great. 
Britain and Ruifp, defignates thefe eircum- 
(lances as neccffary to conAitute a blockade, 
and it is believed that it was never viewed 
before in a light mere favourable to the in. 
vadiug power. 


The vcffils condemned were engiged in a 
commerce iirtween the United States and 
foine port in Riirrpf, oí- between thofe ftates 
aod the Weil-IfiUia 1 Hands, belonging to an 
cnen".y of Great Brit;»in. 
In the Eiiropean 
voy»ge the cargo coniKled of the prcdu£lions 
nt the colonies ; in the voyage to the Weft- 
Indi's, il cnnfilbd of the goods of the power 
to whit h th»! colony brlongfd, and to whit h 
the II.ip waj dellined. 
The fhip and cargo 
in every caf", were the propcr'y of Americas 
ciiiz'- ns, and the cargo had bren landed and 
the outy on it pai'l in the United State«. 
It 
^7ditircidrd thai îhcfe voyages were continu- 
ous, and thî veíTelf lod cargoes w.'re con- 
demned on the principle that the commerce 
was illegal. 
I beg to refer more efp'ci^lly 
in this (Ute.Tsent to the cafe of tiie EfTeXi an 
: a|;>pei«l front the judgmeut of the Vice-Ad- 


miralty Court at KeW-Providence, în which 
the Lords Commiffioners of Appeals in con- 
firming that jtidgneiit, eftabliOicd this doc- 
trine. 


I t requires but a flight view of the fubjeft 
to be fatisfied that thefe condemnations are 
incfmpatiWle With the law of nations asaboVe 
Uted. 
None of the csfes have involved a 
queflion of contraband, of blotIcide, or of 
any other kind that was ever coiitefted till 
of late, in f:ivour of a belligerett agsinft a 
neutral power. 
It is not ól» any principle 
that it is applicable to any foch cauCe, that 
the meafure can be defended. On what prin- 
ciple then is it fi>pported by Great- Britain ? 
What is the nature and extent of her doc- 
trine? 
W h a t are the circumtlances which 
recommend the arguments which fupport it ! 
For information on thefe points, we cannot 
refer to the well>known writers on the law 
of nations; 
no iiluOration cin be obtained 
from ihero of t d o ^ n n e which they never 
heard of. 
W e roaft look far it'^o an autho. 
rity more modern; to one which, however 
refpeÂuble for the learning and profeffional 
abilities of the jtldge who preddes, is, never- 
rhelefs one which, from many conilderations, 
is not obligatory cn other powers. 
In a re- 
port of the déctfions of the Court of Admiral, 
ty of this kingdom, we find a notice of a fe- 
ries of orders ilTited by the government, of 
difTerent da^es and im(lorttj, which have regu 
hted this buriners. 
The firft of thefe bears 
date on the 6th of Vovember, 1793 ,; '.ha 
fécond on the 8th of January. 1794 ; vh» 
third on the 25tb ol J^nutry, .1798. 
Other 
orders have been ilTucd fince tht commence- 
ment of the pre Cent war. 
It is thafe orders 
which have authorifed the feisures that were 
made, at different times, in the conrft of tht 
laft war, and Were Ittely made by Britifli 
cruifers of the velTels of the United States. 
They too form the law which has governed 
the Courts in thf decilionson the fewsral cafes 
which have arifen under thofe feiauris. The 
firil of thefe orders prohibits altogether every 
fpeciet 
of 
comtnerc# 
between 
neutral 
countries and enemies colonies, and 
be- 
tween 
neutral 
and other 
countries, 
in 
tbe 
produAions 
of 
thofe colonies | 
the 
fécond 
and 
fubfrquent orders 
siodify it 
Id various 
forms. 
The 
ded^rine 
how- 
ever, in every deciHon, is the fame ; It is 
contended in each,that the chara¿ier and juH 
extent of the principles is to be found in the 
firft order, and that every departure from it 
fince, hss been a relaxation of the principle, 
not claimed of right by neutral jpowrrs, but 
conceded in their favour gratuitoufly by 
Great-Britain. 


In fupport of thefe orders it is arged, that 
as the colonial trade is a fyllem of monopoly 
to the parent country in timeof peaCe, neu- 
tral powers have no right to participate in it 
in time of war, although they be permitted 
fo to do by the parent country : that a belli- 
gerent has a right to interdiA them from 
fuch a commerce. 
It is on this fyftem of in- 
ternal reftraint, this regulation of colonial 
trade, by the powtra having colonies, that a 
new principle of the law of nations, is at- 
tempted to be founded : one which feeks to 
difcriminate in refpeft to the commerce of 
neutral powers, with a belligerentf between 
different parts of the territory of the fame 
powsr» and likewife fubverts many 
other 
principles of great importance, which have 
heretofore been hrld Cacrad among nations. 
It is believed that fo important a foperftruc- 
ture was never 
raifed on fo flight a foun- 
dation. 
Permit me to «ík, does it follow, 
bfciufe the parent country monopolifes in 
peace the whole commerce of its colonirS) 
that in war it fli'^ul J have no right to regu- 
late it at all ? That on tbe contrary it fliould 
be conflrucd to transfer, in equal extent, a 
light to its enemy, to the prejudice cf the 
parent country, of the colonies, and of neu- 
tr-1 powers ? 
if th's dodlrine was found, it 
would cert^taîy ii.flitute a new and 
fingular 
mode of acq liring and lofing rights ; one 
which would be highly advantageous to one 
party, while it wî«s eq^ially injurious to the 
other. 
To thi colonies, more efpt-cially, it 
would prove peculiarly onerons and opprff- 
five. 
It is known that they arc eíTetitially 
dependent for their exiftence, on fuppliea 
frc-m other countrief¿ tfprcially the United 
States of America, whu^eing in their neigh- 
hotirhood, hsve ths roeat|3 of furniibing theui 
with the gretfcd certainty, and on the bell 
ts'nu. 
It is not fufficient that they be fub- 
j-r^fd to thit reftraint in peace, when the 
evils attending it, by the occaGonal interfer- 
arcr of the parent country, may be, and are 
fretjuently repaired ? 
Is it confiilent with 
juftjce or buinanity, that il (hould be con- 
verted into a principle, in favour of an ene- 
my, 
inexorable of courfe, but otb^rwife 
without tUe means of liftening to their com- 
pUints. not for their dil^rels or oppreíH »n 
only, but f#r thtir extermination ? 
Cat 


there ère other infaperabfe objedtona to thit 
doArine* 
Are not the colodies of every 
cotthtry a part of ita domain 1 and do thef 
not continue to be fo, «ntit they are fevered 
ftom it by cenqoefl ? Is not 
the po#er 
to regulate commerce iiic^ent té the fb* 
vereignty, and ia it 
riot co-cxtenfivt o« 
ver the whole territory wWch ary goirern« 
ment poffcffes Î 
Can one belligerent 
it* 
quire any right to tht terHtbrj^ tif titbthir, 
but by cotiqueft ? 
And ¿a« l é y TigKti, 
which appertain thereto, be «t^tiwSfé de- 
feated or curtailed in war Ì In wbkctvér lîglie, 
therefore, the fubjcA is viewed, it appears 
me evident that tnis doArine cannot be 
portëd. 
No diftin<|ion^ fòutided tn reafon^ 
can be taken between the ililTerent parta 'oi 
the territory of the fame power to jeftify It« 
T h e feparation of one portion f^iii another 
by the fea, givea lawfulljr to til? belligefe^t 
which is faperlor en that element, i ^ a R ^ f * 
ctndency in all concerna en which the fbcelfi 
of the war, or the relative profpèrity of *iti«ir 
refpeâive dominions, may in ati^ degree de- 
pend. 
It opens to fttch power Atiiple ireslit 
for its own aggrandìfement, and for the h^r- 
rulTihcnt and diftrefs of its adverT:\ry'. 
^.Vitlt 
thefe it fliould be fntsfied. 
But Wett^f f rait 
that circumllance, nor can èhy of internal 
arrangement, which any power may adnpt 
for the government of its dominions, be coii- 
ftrued to give to its enemy any other advïii- 
tage over it. 
They certainly do not juUVfr 
the doArine in queftion; which affVrta that 
thelaw ofnaliona varies in ita application to 
diflVrfnt portions of the territdry of the fatt«* 
power : that it operates in on^ mode, io fe- 
lpe A to one, nnid in another^; or eyen 
n o t ^ t 
all, in refpsd to another t that the Hghts 'bf 
humanity, of neutral powtri, and all other 
rightst are to link before i t . 


i t is further tirged that nentral po^reri 
ought not to complain of this reftraint, be- 
caufe they ftind under it, on the fameground« 
with refpcdl to their commerce, which thef 
held in time of pesce. 
Bat this faA, if trdet 
gives no fappoh to tbe precenfiona. 
H i « 
claim involves a queftion of right, «ot bf ia« 
tereft. 
If the neutral pawera have • r i f h l 
in war to fuch commerce with the colonies oC 
the enemies ol Great.Britain« a a t h t parent 
ftates refpeilively allowed, they ooglitnot tA 
be deprived of it by her, nor can its julk 
cUims be fatisfied by any comproaife of tha 
kind alluded to. 
For this argumebt t» hav« 
the weight which it is intended to give it« 
the commerce of the neutral powers« with 
thofe colonies (hould be placed and prefervetl 
through the war, in the fjme ft a te, as if ¡8 
n.td not occurred. 
Great-Britain fhould ire 
r^rprdl to them cake the place of the parent, 
country, stid do every thing which the latte^^ 
woeld have i» " ' , had tii'r* been nn wsr.—• 
T o difcharge thnt,^duty. it wouìd be neceifirf 
for her to eftablim fuch m police over tha 
colony, as to be able to examine the circum- 
ftances attending it annually, to afcertaiii 
whether the crops were abyndant, fuppliee 
from other quarters had failed, and eventual« 
ly to decide whetKer under ruchxircumftances 
the parent country would have opened th« 
ports to neutrnl powers. 
But thefe office» 
cannot he performed by any power which ie 
not in poiTeffion of the colony ; that can or l^ 
be obtained by conqueft« in which cafe, tlm 
viAor would of courfe have a right to re^vi-. 
late its trade as it thought fit. 


It is alfo fatd that neutral powers have no 
right to profit of the advantag»^« which ar-5 
gained in war, by the arms of Great-Britain- 
This argument has even lefs weight thnn tbe 
others. 
It does not, in truth, apply at all to 
thfl queftion. 
Neutral powers do not claint 
a right, as already ohlerved. to any commerc»^ 
with the colonies which Great-Britain may 
have conquered of her enemies, otNrWif«» 
than on the conditions which fhe impofet.«.« 
The point in queflion turns on the commerce 
which they are entitled to with the colonie« 
which flte has not conquered, hot Ûill remaia 
fubjedl to the dominion of the parent ceoa- 
try. 
With fuch it is contended, for resfona 
that have been already given, thst neutral 
powers have a right to enjcy all the advinta- 
gcs in trade which the parent country allow« 
them : a right which the mere circumftane« 
of war cannot deprive them. 
If Greats 
Britain had aright to prohibit that c o n - 
merce, it exifted before the war began, a n j 
of courfe before iba bad gained any advan^ 
tage over her enemirs. 
If it did not t h e * 
exift, it certainly does not at the prefeas 
time. Rights of the kind i n qneflion, caenoc 
depend on the fortune of war, or 
other 
cootingcnciss. 
The law 
which 
regelstee 
them il invaiiables antU it be charged h f 
the comp'teni tntbority. 
It foxan a ml« 
equally between 
belligerent powers, aiiA 
between neoUal and belligeretit, which ie 
dia^tei by reafcn and fieftiooed by thetiltg«

been honored, before this, with in infwer 
from your lordftiip to my letters, refprfting 
the late leisure of American veflels. I undrr- 
ftood it to be agreed, that the dilcuflion 
which then took place, fl ould be confiderrd 
as inofficial, ss explanatory only of the ideas 
which we might refprflively entertain on 
the fubj'ft, and that your lordfhip would 
afterward! give me fuch a reply to my let­ 
ters, refprfling that rn eclair, as his tip jetty's 
government might dr fire to have communi­ 
cat'd to the government of the 
United 
States. 
In conli quence, I have fince wait­ 
ed with 
anxiety 
tach a communication, 
in the daily expectation of receiving it. 
It 
is far from being my drfire to give yonr 
lord dup any trouble in this butine it, which I 
can avoid, as the time which his Circe elapi­ 
ed fufficiently (hews. 
But the great im­ 
portance of the fiibj.'A, which hasfirdeed be­ 
come more fo. by the continuance of the 
fame policy sod the frequency of fc.aures 
which are Hill made of American vrfTcls, 
place me in a fituation of peculiar refponfi- 
bilify. 
M y government will expefl of me 
correfl information on this point, in all its 
views, and l a m very d cf: rout of complying 
with iti jutt expeflation. 
I mull, therefore* 
again requeft that your lord fhip will be fo 
good as toenable ma to make fuch a reprefenti- 
tion to my government, of that meafure, ss 
his nu jetty’s government may think proper 
to give. 
I am Corry to add, th a t the longer I have 
re Hefted on the fubjeft, the more confirmed 
I have been in the objections to the meafure. 
If 
we 
examine 
it 
in 
reference 
to 
the law of nations, it appears to me to he 
repugnant to every principle of that la w ; 
if by the underfunding, or aa it may be 
more properly called, the agreement of our 
governments, refpeftipg the commerce in 
qurOion, I confider it equally repugnant to 
ihe principles of that agreement. 
In both 
theft views your lordship will permit me to 
make Come additional remarks on the fubjeft. 
By the law of nations, st fettled by the 
molt approved writers, no other refiraint is 
acknowledged on 
the trade of 
neutral 
nations, with thofe at war, than that it be 
impartial between the latter ; that it fhall 
not extend to articlfs which ire deemed con­ 
traband of war ; nor to the tranfportatbn of 
perfons in military fervice 
; nor to places 
aftually blockaded or befieged. Every other 
commerce of • neutral with a belligerent 
it coiifidered a lawful commerce : and every 
other rellraint on it to either of 
the belli­ 
gerents by the other, an unlawful refiraint. 
The lid of contraband is well defined, as 
are alfo the circumllances which confiitute 
a blockade. 
I he bell authorities have unit­ 
ed in confining the full to fuch a 1 tides as 
are ufcd in war,and are applicable to mihttry 
purpofes ; and requiring, to confiitute the 
latter, the difpofition of fuch a force, con- 
fitting of (lationary Chips, fo near the onr», ly 
the power which a:ta*k» it, as to make it 
dangerous for the velTel of a neutral power 
to enter it. 
I hr late treaty between Great- 
Britain and Rnlfij, defignates theft circum- 
(lances as neccfLry to confiitute a blockade, 
and it is believed that it wis never viewed 
before in a light mere favourable to the in­ 
vading power, 
The veil Is condemned were engaged in a 
commerce between the United States and 
Come port in Eurcp?, or between thofe Hates 
and the W e d - Ii ilia Dirndl, belonging to an 
enemy of Great Britain, 
In the European 
voyage the cargo confided of the prcduAtar.s 
ot the colonies ; in the voyage to the W e d . 
Irdi. *, it confined of the goods cf the power 
to which the colony belong'd, and to which 
the (hip wsi delhned. 
I he fli p ard cargo 
in every c*f', were the p a p e r y of American 
cit x r.s, and the cargo had b*en landed and 
the doty on it paid in the United States.

was decided that thefe voyages were ccntinu- 
j ous, and th; velTelf aud cargoes w.*r« con­ 
demned on the principle that the comraTce 
was illegal.

None nt the cafes have involved a 
queflion of contraband, of blockade, or of 
any other kind that was ever conteHed till 
of late, in favour of a belligerent again!) a 
neutral power. 
It is not on any principle 
that it is applicable to any fuch caufe, that 
the meafura can be defended. On what prin­ 
ciple then is it fopported by Great Britain ? 
W h at is the nature and extent of her doc­ 
trine ? 
W h at are the circumttancet which 
recommend the arguments which fupport it J 
For information on thefe points, we cannot 
refer to the well-known writer! on the law 
of nations ; ne illollration can be obtained 
from them of a doflrine which they never 
heard of. 
W e muH look for it to an autho. 
rity more modern ; to one which, however 
refp'flible for the learning and profrffional 
abilities of the judge who prefidct, is, nevcr- 
thflefj, one which, from many confidarationa, 
is not obligatoiy en other powers. 
In a rf- | 
port of the dfcifioni of the Court of Admiral­ 
ty of this kingdom, we find a notice of a fc- 
r.c* of orders ifTued by the government, of 
different dites and imports, which have regu­ 
lated this bufincf*. 
T he fir!) c f theft bean 
date on the 6th of November, 1793 ; ;ha 
fecond on the 8lh of January, 1794 ; the 
third on the 25th of January, 1798. 
Other 
order* have bren ifiutd fine* th* commence­ 
ment of the prrfent wer. 
It is thefe orders 
which hate authorifed the feiiurea that were 
made, at different time!, in the courfe of the 
LH w it, and were lately made hy BritiOi 
crullers of the vrflVli of the United Stites. 
They too Turin the law which hat governed 
the Courts in thedecifions on the fie tarsi cafes 
which hare arifen under thofe (fixures. The 
firtt of thefe orders prohibits altogether every 
fpeciea 
of 
commerce 
between 
neutral 
countries and enemies colonies, end be­ 
tween neutral 
and other countries, 
in 
the 
produftions 
of thofe colonies J the 
fecond 
and fubfrquent orders modify it 
in various 
forme. 
The 
doflrine how- 
ever, in every decifion, is th* Line ; It ie 
contended in each,that lite charafler and jutt 
extent of the principles is to be found in the 
firtt order, and that every departure from it 
fince, has been a relaxation of the principle, 
not claimed of right by neutral powers, but 
conceded in their favour g r a t u i t o u s by 
Great - Britain. 
Iii fupport of thefe orders it it urged, that 
as the colonist trade is a fyllem ut monopoly 
to the parent country in time of peace, neu­ 
tral powers have no right to participate in it 
in time of w*r, although thry be permitted 
fo to do by the parent country : that a belli­ 
gerent haa a right to interdifl them from 
fuch a commerce. 
It is on this fyftem of in­ 
ternal refiraint, this regulation of colonial 
trade, by the pawers having colonies, t h a t s 
new principle of the law of nations, is a t­ 
tempted to be founded : one which feeks to 
difcriminste in refp'fl to the commerce of 
neutral powers, with a belligerent, between 
difT'rent parts of the territory of the fame 
power, aud iikewife fubvcrta many other 
principles of great importance, which have 
heretofore been h-ld facred among nations. 
It is believed that fo important a fuperttruc- 
turc was never raifed on fo flight a foun­ 
dation. 
Permit me to tflc, dors it follow, 
b r o u f c the parent coonily monopolies in 
peace the whole commerce of its Colonie*, 
that in war it Aku! I have no right to regu­ 
late it at al! ? T hat on tfcr contrary it flnuld 
be conttrued to transfer, in equal extent, a 
light to its enemy, to the prrjjdice cf the 
parent country, of the colonies, and of neu­ 
tral powers ? 
If th :s doflrine was found, it 
would C'rtai«!y militate a nrw and Cingular 
mode of aeq uring and lefing r>ghts ; one 
which would be highly advantageous to one 
party, while it w*s rq ially injurious to the 
other. 
T o the colonies, more efp-cLlly, it 
would prove peculiarly onerous and opprrf- 
five. 
It is known that they are cfTentially 
J f p 'n d m t for their exiHcnce, on fuoplira 
frr.ni other countries cfp-cially the United 
States et America, who being in their neigh­ 
bourhood, hsve th* means of furnifhing them 
with the grr%rrtt certainty, and on the bell 
ts'nis. 
It is not feffictent that they be Tub- 
jeftrd to that rrttraiiit in peace, when the 
evils attending it, by the occafional »i»terfrr- 
arc- of the parent country, may be, and are 
frequently repaired ? 
Is it confident with 
I judice or humanity, that it fhould be con- 
I verted into a principle, in Lvcur of an ene­ 
my, inexorable of coorie, but otb*r«nfe 
without the means of Lttenirg to their com- 
plaints, not fur their dittrels or opprefli >n 
only, but f#r their extcrwioitioQ f 
But 


there arc other inftiperable objeftione to thii 
doflrine. 
Are not the colonic* of every 
country a p a r t of its domain, and do they 
not continue to he fo, until they art fevered 
ftcm it by corquett ? 
Is not the power 
to regulate commerce incident to the fo- 
vercignty, and ii It 
net co-cxtenfive 0- 
vcr the whole territory which ary govern­ 
ment poffcfifes ? 
Can one belligerent ac­ 
quire any right to the territory of another, 
bot by corquett ! 
And can any right*, 
which appertain thereto, be otherwife de­ 
feated or curtsied in war ? In whatever light, 
therefore, the lubj A ii viewed,it appears t© 
mc evident that tuts doflrine cannet be fttp- 
ported. 
No dittinftion, founded in reafon,, 
can be taken between the different part* of 
the territory of the fame power to juttifylt* 
Tke reparation of one portion from another 
by the Ga, givea lawfully to the belligerent 
which is fuperior on that element, a vail af- 
ctndency in all concern* en which the fticeefa 
of the war, or the relative profperity of th^ir 
refpeflive dominions, may in ary degree de­ 
pend. 
Jt opens to fuch power ample meant 
for its own aggrend.femmt, and for the M r- 
rufiTmcnt and dittrefs of its adverfuy. 
WUU 
thrfc it (liquid be fatisfied. 
But neithei' rate 
that circumttincf, nor ran any of infernal 
arrangement, which any power may adopt 
for the government of its dominions, be con- 
ttrued to give to its enemy any other sdvau- 
tsge over it. 
I hey certainly do not jollify 
the doflrina in queftion; which alerts thai 
the law of nations varies in its application to 
different poi lions of the territory of the fame 
power : that it operates in one mode in re- 
l pc ft to one, and in another, or even not a t 
all, in refpaft to another $ that the right* of 
humanity, of neutral powtrt, and all other 
rights, ara to link before it. 
i t is further urged th i t nentral powers 
ought not to complain of thit refining ba- 
cauf* they Hind under it, on the fsmegroundf 
with refp'-fl to their commerce, which they 
held in time of peace. 
But this fafl, if true9 
gives no lupport to the pretenfioni. 
T h * 
claim involves a quettion of right, so t of ia« 
tcrett. 
lf the neutral powers hate a rig h t 
in war to luch claimsvca with the Colonist o t 
tilt ennui** of Great-Britain, at the parent: 
Hates rcfpeflively allowed, they ought not to 
be deprived of it by her, nor can its ju(k 
claims be flushed by any comprooiife of th* 
kind alluded to 
For this argument ta havw 
ihe we iglu which it ii intended to give it* 
tile commerce of the neutral powers, with 
thofe colonies fhould be placed and prefervetl 
thiough the war, in the fame Hate, as if ic 
n ut not occurred. 
Great-Bntain fhould ira 
rr Coed to ihrui tike the place of the parent 
country, and do every thing which the 
woald have a * % nail t».*r* hem no wa*..-*, 
T o difcharge that duty, it would be necefTiry 
for brr to rttablifb fuch a police over tho 
colony, as to be able to examine the circum- 
ttinc?s attending it annually, to afcertaid 
whether the crops were abundant, fuppliea 
from other quarters had failed, aud eventual­ 
ly to decide whether under fuchcircumlLncra 
the parent country would have opened th a 
porta to neutral powers. 
But thefe offices 
cannot be performed by- any power which ie 
not in pofTeffion of the colony ; that can o r !y 
be obtained by conqurtt, in which cafe, tho 
viftor would of courfe have a right to regu­ 
late its trade at it thought fit. 
It it alfo faid that neutral pnwrrs have no 
right to profit of the advantages wh;ch arn 
gained in war, by the arms of Great-Britsir- 
This argument has even left weight than the 
others. 
It doe* not, in truth, apply at all to 
the quettion. 
Neutral power* do not elaine 
a right, a* already oblVrvfd, to any commerce 
will) the colonies which Grrat-Britsin o»?y 
have conquered of her enemie*, otMrWifa 
than on the conditions which (he imprfe*.—• 
T h e paint in quettion turn* on the commerce 
which they are entitled to with the colonic# 
which (he has not conquered, bot (lilt remail* 
fubjeft to the dominion of the parent ccoa- 
try. 
W ith fuch it is contended, for reifona 
that have been already given, that neutral 
powers have a right to enjoy all the advanta­ 
ges in trade which the pareut country allow# 
them t a right which the mere circumttancw 
cf war cannot deprive them. 
If Great* 
Britain had a right to prohibit that com­ 
merce, it exitted before the w*r began, ami 
of courfe before (ha bad gained any advan­ 
tage over her cnemic*. 
Ii ii did not them 
exttt, it certainly doe* not at the pre fen* 
time. Hights of the kind in qaettion, cannot 
depend on the fortune of war, or ether 
contingencies. 
T ke law which 
regelate# 
them is tannable* am il it ba chiogr4 b f 
the competent authority. 
It forma a rein 
equally between belligerent power*, and 
between aeuteal and belligerent, which ta

By the arrival o f the fchooner Mercury, 
at the Vineyard, Cipt. Samuel Cook, in 42 
days from B o rdeaux, wa are palitely favour 
ed by Cap!. Cook, (w h o hat arrived in town) 
with Bourdeaux papers aa late aa December 
3, 1805, from which we have made the fol­ 
lowing fummary : 
The fecood Ruffian army had not been

Zuaim, and 
on the 17th this plato waa the Head quar­ 
ters of the Ftench Emperor. 
The Ruf­ 
fians were upon the retreat towards Brunt*, 
the Capital of Moravia, and the French in 
purfuit of them, but in confideration that 
the Emperor of AuGria was in that city. 
the French did not continue their march. 
From the correfpotidence refpefting Hun­ 
gary, we learn that the Arch Duke Pala­ 
tine, by 6 moral Pa’ffy, announced to the 
French that without intentions of hoQility, 
the Kingdom of Hungary would be guard­ 
ed (rom the depredations of the AuGrian 
army 
relying on the 
difpofition 
of the 
French to prevent any exceffes. And Gene­ 
ral Drvouft of the French army declared 
that til* French 
Emperor 
waa ready to 
confider Hungary aa neutral. 
Grueral Clarke was appointed

the Venetian territory fo called, and all the 
Tyrol country.

In confequence, orders had been 
given to evacuate Prague, and to retire to 
Olmuts.

It it however ex- 
tremeTy improbable that the intelligence

If an extraordinary courier had been dif- 
patched with the otwi of a tf^aty of peace 
having been (igned, be woold naturally have 
gine in the Grit inftance to the Hague, aa 
the feat of government« and not. to the 
Texel*. The diftance between the Hague 
and the Texel ii fomething more than 6t) 
miles, therefore if the difpatchet did not ar­ 
rive at the Hagae till the 25th, it ii hardly 
polQIble they could have reached Admiral 
Kikhert on the fame day« at the diftance ai 
we have already ftated, of above fixty milei, 
and a part of the journey to be perfarmed by 
water* To have enabled Admiral Kikhert 
to rcceive the newt on the 35th at the Tesc- 
el, it moft have reached the Hague on the 
a4th at night, and if it did, it it tmpoflible to 
account for the circumftance of its not being 
inferted in the^oficial paper of thé next day 
-.the laft accoonti from Vienna are dated 
the 11 th ult* 
At that time it wai known 
that that Capital muft fall into the power of 
the enemy, and yet they ftate the Emperor'a 
pofitive determination not to make peace ; 
it ii therefore difficult to conceive what 
could induce him fo fuddenly to content to 
fo difgraceful a peace* But what affords 
fttil ftronger groundi for doubt on tl is fub- 
jeA isi that lettiri have been received in 
town thii morning from the-Hague« dated 
the aStb ult. which are perfeAly' tilent upon 
the fubjeû of a peace having been Ggned. 


l»aft night we received fome additional 
Parii paperi, though not of a later date than 
thofe we had previoufly received. 
Tbey 
tonfirm, however» what we ftated a iiiurc 
time (ince refpeAing the failure of fome oi 
the principal Ban king-Houfea of Paris..— 
The following allufion ii made to the fub- 
je A in one of the. French papers: 


** We are affured that the Creditor« of the 
Houfe of Recamier having had a meeting in 
conCrquence of the failure of their Bank, in 
order to examine into the ftate of its affairs, 
expcAed from iti immenfe opulence that thry 
fliould have found the dowry of Madame Re- 
camier fet down at feveral millioni of franci. 
Irwaa not, therefore, witbouvfome aftonifti- 
ment, tbat tbey heard it declared that her 
dowry wai only Se.ooo livrei« and that Ma- 
dame Recamier had given it ap to the credi­ 
tors uf her httibaud •, fuch a conduA calli 
fdr no comment ; it givei rife« at the fame 
tim% to many reflcAiona." 


It is alfo ftated, that the hoofei of Gran* 
din, Caifanac, and Co. ; I>rville and Co. ; 
F. Le Morne and Co* ; Anbrey and Co. s 
and various btheri of equal credit and con­ 
fideration have likewife been obliged to flop 
payment. Thefe eventa have occafioned the 
greateft alarm add confufion, and are attri- 
buted to tbe meafures adopted by the Em­ 
peror. which have drawn away all the fpecie, 
and deprived the bankcrt of the means of ful­ 
filling their engagement. 


Ill tbe fame pperi it ii mentioned, that 
the terma which are now fuppofed to form 
the bafii of the feparate treaty between 
Auftria and France, were brought to the 
head-quarters of Bonaparte by the Auftrian 
General Count Giulay. On thii fubjeA the. 
following obfervatioua a.e made \n one of 
(he Parta Journals.

The St. Peteribargh Gacette containa an 
important article« from whtcb it would ap- 
pear that a complete underftanding with re- 
f|>cÂ |a the olje As and condo A of the War, 
badi>een eftablifhed between tbe Emperor of 
Ruilia and the King of Pruflia« a circum­ 
ftance which renders the intelligence of a 
feparate Treaty entered into by Auftria ftill 
more inexplicable. 


The detaila contained in the foreign pa- 
pefi become comparatively of little impor­ 
tance« until we are eoabled to afcertain^^with 
certainty the truth or falfebpod of the intclli* 
geaiìEe communicated by Admiral Kikhert.— 
A few boera will probably decide upon this 
important point, or at leirfl pot at i^ poffef. 
fion of fome farther particaìara relaiiva to 
thii fubjeA.

FROM FRANCE. 


By the arrival of the fchooner Mercury, 
at the Vineyard, Capt* Samael Cook, in 41 
days from Bourdeaux, we are politely favour 
ed by Capt* Cook, (whohai arrived in town) 
with Bourdeaux papera aa late ai December 
3,1805, from érhich we have iiade the fol­ 
lowing fummary : 


The fécond Roffian army had not been 
able to join General Kotbfow, aa the French 
had reached Vienna before that army touch* 
ed the Danube. 
According to the afith 
Bulletin, Gen. Murat apprehending a junc<* 
tion of ihe Ruffiani after the figiting of the 
contention, proceeded towardi 2uaim, and 
on the 17th thia place waa the Head quar­ 
ter# of the French Emperor* 
The Rui- 
fiana were upon the retreat towards Brnnn« 
the Capital of Moravia, and the French in 
porfuit of tbem, but in confideration thtt 
the Emperor of Anftria waa in tbat city, 
the French did not cootinue their march* 
From the correfpondence refpeAing Hon- 
gary, we learn that the Arch Duke Pala­ 
tine, by Gtnéral PalflTy« announced to the 
French that without intentions ef hoftility, 
the Kingdom of Hungary would be guard­ 
ed from the depredationa of the AuArian 
army, relying on the difpofition of tbe 
French tu prevent any exceiTes* And Gene­ 
ral Devooft of the French army declared 
that the French Eniperor wai ready to 
confider Hungary ai neutral. 


General Clarke wat appointed Governor 
General of tbe Upper and Lower Auftria. 
In the furrender of Vienna, the French 
came into puffrffion of immenfe military 
i'tores. Above 2 thoufand field piecei came 
into their hands, befidei other ordnancci and 
a vaft^quanttty of powder. 


The following ii a Statiftical account of 
the fucccfTei of . the French, at given at 
Haiiftion by a perfon acquainted with the 
doniiniona of Auftria. The French have 
t )ken all hither Auftria, and the Imperial
